WASHINGTON W—Officials moved today toward swift indictment 


of four Puerto Rican fanatics who shot and wounded five congressmen 
in a wild affray Monday. At the same time Capitol Hill pondered new 
security proposals. 


Congressional leaders were gen 


erally agreed, although unofficial 
ly, that no airtight precautions can 
be devised. 


The five house member* fellet 


by the fusillade- from the visitors 
gallery apparently were recover 
ing. 


Sees Recovery 


Dr. George Crile, a specialis 


who flew here from Cleveland to 
examine the 35-year-old congress 
man, gave him a better than even 
chance to recover. 


The others wounded, Represen- 


tatives Clifford Davis (D-Tenn), 
Ben. F. Jensen (R-Iowa), George 
Fallon (D-Md) and Kenneth Ro- 
berts (D-Ala), were less seriously 
hurt and are recovering satisfac- 
torily. 


In a brief bulletin at 6:45 a.m. 


CST Dr. Joseph R. Young, chief 
of staff at Casualty hospital, said 
Bentley had been taken off the 
critical list though he is not out of 
danger and "We must still con- 
sider him as seriously ill. The 
congressman was still in an oxy- 
gen tent but his breathing was re- 
ported better. 


Roberts and Fallon, in the same 


hospital* were reported by the doc- 
tor to be in satisfactory condition.

Collazo was sentenced to die, but 
Truman later commuted the sen- 
tence to life. Collazo's companion 


was shot down by White House 
guard, one of who was killed. 


The four involved in Monday's 


incident fave five charges of as- 
sault with intent to kill. The maxi- 
mum penalty would be 75 years in 
prison. 


Those held are Mrs. Lolita Le- 


bron, 34-year-old divorcee and ack- 
nowledged leader of the quartet; 
Rafael C. Miranda, 25; Andres F. 
Cordero, 29; and Irving Flores 
Rodriguez, 28, all of New York 
City. 


Called "Patriots" 


'Their avowed purpose in invad- 


ing the House with pistols and 
shooting wildly was to call atten- 
tion to the Nationalists' campaign 
for Puerto Rican independence - 
a cause which Puerto Ricans have 
rejected at the polls several times. 


Julio Pinto Gandia, head of the 


New York wing of the Nationalist 
party, referred to the four as 
"patriots" in a statement issued 
there, and he added: "We shall do 
all in our power to aid and defend 
our four compatriots in their hour 
of trial." 


But Gov. Luis Munoz Marin of 


Puerto Rico flew here hurriedly 
and told President Eisenhower all 
Puerto Ricans protest "this out- 
rage." He told newsmen he had 
no proof Communists were in- 
volved but that "the behavior of 
>ility of Communist activity, 
these people" indicated a possi- 


Chicago FBI chief Guy Bannis- 
er said Mrs. Lebron's brother, 
Gonzalo Lebron, 30, is under sur- 
veillance.

die supporters probed today for 
signs of life from the constitutional 
amendment p r o p o s e d by Sen.

Sen. Lennon (D-NC), once of 


George's backers, filed notice in 
the Senate Tuesday of a move to 
icconsider Friday's defeat, of the 
treaty measure by one vote. Len- 
non was absent when the show- 
down came. 


The measure lost when it failed 


to get the necessary two thirds of 
those voting on final passage, the 
vote being 60-31. 


As-the George proposal stood, 


it would have required treaties and 
other international agreements to 
conform to the Constitution, a pro- 
vision to which President Eisen- 
hower said he had no objection. 


But Eisenhower's aides objected 


to a second section under which 
international agreements o t h e r 
than treaties could not have be- 
come effective as internal law ex- 
cept by act of Congress.

WASHINGTON Off)— The 


houle ways and means com- 
mittee today overrode a late- 
hour Eisenhower administra- 
tion plea and voted for a wide 
range of excise tax cuts. 


But the committee did not com- 


plete action, before a recess, on 
all the provisions in a bill by 
Chairman Daniel A. Reed (R-NY) 
which altogether would cut excises 


one billion dollars a year. 


The committee approved about 


14 of the 20 proposed cuts before 
it recessed. 


Opposed by Humphrey

Humphrey said in a statement 
Tuesday night the government 
could not afford now such broad, 
sweeping excise tax reductions as 
proposed by Reed. President Eis- 
enhower told his news conference 
today he is backing Humphrey in 
his tax stand. 


The Reed bill would slash almost 


all excises now above 10 per cent 
down to that level. 


While cutting some excises, the 


bill would cancel indefinitely re- 
ductions set under present law for 
April 1 on liquor, tobacco, gasoline, 
automobiles, beer and wine. 


The two actions would almost 


balance out if the House and Sen- 
ate go along. The new cuts would 
reduce revenues almost one billion 
dollars a year. Killing the sched- 
ued reductions would retain pres- 
ent revenues of about $1,100,000,- 
000.

The fact that he might 
be a general places him in no 
special class so far as I am 
concerned." 


Asked whether he considered 


the President's new* confer- 
ence statement today was di- 
rected at him, McCarthy said 
"I don't want to answer that at 
this time."

OREGON—Ken Harms of Byron requested some information on 


the value of brome-grass in .comparison to timothy. I am sure this 
answer may be of value to many of you who are planning to seed your 
pastures this spring. 


The information that was given 


out at a recent meeting on the 
value of roughages showed that 
one ton of alfalfa hay contains 55 
pounds of nitrogen, 4.8 pounds of 
phosphate, 27 pounds of potash and 
33 pounds of calcium. One ton of 
bluegrass has 26 pounds of nitro- 
gen, 4.2 pounds of phosphate, 35 
pounds of potash and 12 pounds of 
c a l c i u m . Bromegrass has 31.6 
pounds of nitrogen, 5.6 pounds of 
phosphate, 47 pounds of potash and 
4 pounds of calcium. Timothy has 
20.8 pounds of nitrogen, 4 pounds 
of phosphaet, lio pounds of potash 
and 4.6 pounds of calcium. 


Two other factors that would 


be of value in comparing these 
grasses are the amounts of di- 
gestible protein and the total di- 
gestible nutrients. Bromegrass 
pasture has .7 per cent digestible 
protein as compared to 1.5 in 
Timothy pasture. Bromegrass 
has 29.9 per cent TON, as com- 
pared to 20 per cent in Timothy. 
Although Bromegrass is primar- 
ily a pasture grass, it also yields 
well for hay. At the University of 
Illinois the average annual yield 
for Bromegrass was almost 7,000 
pounds of dry matter per acre, 
as compared to 4,000 pounds for 
Timothy. It is the most drought 
resistant grass that is grown in 
Illinois and is very palatable for 
cattle. One advantage of brome- 
grass for Illinois pastures is that 
even though it sends up seed 
stalks and matures seed, the 
leaves stay green all summer, 
unless the plants are diseased, 
and they furnish good grazing ail 
through the pasture season. 
At this meeting on roughage 
on 


some interest was shown on use of 
Kentucky fescue for this area. Fes- 
cue is .becoming more important in 
Illinois for pasture and for soil con- 
servation. It tillecs rather freely, 
and although it does not 'have root- 
stocks, it forms a rather loose turf. 
It is characterized by rapid growth, 
leafiness and spread. It is consider- 
ed to be quite valuable in soils that 
are not producing a good crop of 
bromegrass or Timothy. It yields 
well for hay; however, the forage 
is not as palatable as that of 
bromegrass or Timothy. The leaves 
are coarse but livestock eat them 
readily. In southern Illinois large 
gains have been shown on pastures 
of Alta or Kentucky fescue and 
Ladino clover. 


Regardless of what' type of 


seed mixtures you use I want to 
caution you to purchase an 
adapted variety and to read MM 
seed tag carefully. gom« of the 
point* that .should be of Interest 
to you on the se«d tag are as fol- 
lows: Noxious seed weeds and 
percentage of other seed weeds 
present, purity of seed, germina- 
tion, date of germination test, 
hard seed present and the net 
contents In the bag. If you are In 
doubt about the variety for this 
area, contact your farm adviser. 
The following are suggested va- 


rieties for alfalfa. If you plan to 
pasture or have it in hay ground 
for more than two years, we rec- 
ommend that you use Ranger. If 
you plan to leave it down two years 
or less, varieties such as Northern 
Common, such as Montana and 
Oregon, or Central Common, such 
as Kansas and Oklahoma. How- 
ever, if you are only interested in 
a catch crop you may want to use 
some of the nonhardy, such as 
California Common, India, or Afri- 
can. If you "are interested in late 
fall and early spring pasture you 
may want to try some Kentucky 31 
or Alta fescue. As for bromegrass, 
the southern type is highly recom- 
mended for this area; however, the 
supply is rather short.

announced they've got up a half million dollar kitty for the 
newly-formed Wallpaper Council to use in promotion. 


They are out after a larger share of the growing do-it- 


yourself market with methods Which they claim make it all 
but impossible for you to wind up with more paper on your- 
self than on the wall.

They will tout plastic-treated papers which they say can 


be scrubbed many times, and therefore last much longer than 
older methods of covering walls. 


And, along with classic American designs, they have 


some fancy new ones—such as a forest of television antennas 
on roofs, roosters sipping at a bar presided over by a chicken 
with a cocktail shaker, or one playing up the antique car fad.

Decorators trace the revival of interest in wallpaper to 


the many projects of- restoring colonial houses and towns 
around the country. The thousands of visitors to these places 
get a better idea of how wallpaper looks in a house than ever 
they can by viewing it in rolls in the stores. 


The wallpaper makers stress that much of the recent 


gain in their business is due to what they call "more tech- 
nical improvements in wallpaper in the last two years than 
in the previous 30 years."*

Paint manufacturers aren't too frightened, however. 


They can point to a rise in annual sales of interior wall paint 
from 100 million dollars before the war to 400 million or 
more now, or eight times the volume of paper.

the three top spades, in order to 
discard dummy'* singleton dia- 
mond. He ruffed a diamond in 
dummy and then still wanted to 
ruff a spade and another diamond, 
so he tried to get to his hand by 
cashing the top hearts, intending 
to ruff a third round of hearts. Un- 
fortunately for South, however, 
East ruffed the second high heart 
and returned a trump. 
" 


Now declarer had two losing 


cards to ruff with only one trump 
in dummy. He found this feat im- 
possible, and thus managed to go 
down one at his slam contract. 


Actually, there was no way for 


South to lose seven clubs if he had 
only adopted the right line of play. 
The correct play is to draw three 
rounds of trumps and then cash 
one top heart. 


If both defenders follow suit, de- 


clarer can cash the other top heart 
and ruff a heart. Dummy can be 
re-entered with the queen of spades 
for a second heart ruff, and South 
cashes the top spades to discard 
dummy's losing diamond. Dummy 
will then take the rest of the tricks 
with the last trump and good 
hearts. 


Even if the hearts break 5-0, 


South can still make all 13 tricks. 
If West has all of the hearts, South 
can finesse through him. If East 
has all of the hearts, dummy's 
jack and nine can be led to ruff out 
the queen and ten.

The Doctor Says: 


Enlarged Prostate Gland 
May Harm Kidneys, Liver 


By EDWIN P. JOKDU.N. H. O. 


Two men have recently mquired 


about what is probably the same 
disorder, though their questions 
are different. One asks what may 
be the cause and treatment of a 
condition in which the patient has 
to get up several times at night to 
urinate. He adds the significant 
statement that he is over 70 years 
old. The other says: "What treat- 
ments other than operation can be 
suggested for prostate 
enlarge- 


ment?" 


In comment on the first question, 


a good guess is that the trouble 
with frequent urination is the re- 
sult of prostate enlargement since 
this is a typical symptom, and the 
age of the inquirer certainly sug- 
gests that he may have some diffi- 
culty like this. 


The prostate is a sex gland lying 


at the outlet of the bladder. When 
it enlarges too much, as it often 
does in older men, it presses on a 
portion of the lower urinary appa- 
ratus and can cause difficulty. In- 
deed, the most frequent symptom 
of such enlargement is the nec%ssi- 
ty for frequent urination; its effect 
n disturbing sleep can toe most an- 
noying. Another common e a r l y 
symptom of prostate enlargement 
is delay or difficulty in beginning 
urination. Such symptoms as these 
start gradually but tend to get 
worse. 


As time goes on, the bladder is 


never completely emptied and its 
wall or lining becomes thickened. 
The desire to urinate comes more 
and more frequently. 


The amount of pain, irritation, 


and local discomfort caused by en- 
largement of the prostate varies 
from person to person. There is 
also some danger of the develop? 


ment of kidney trouble because of 
the back pressure from the urine 
held in the bladder. 


Sometimes, and often without 


apparent warning, a man with an 
enlarged prostate may suddenly 
find that he is not able to urinate 
at all. Under such circumstances 
the bladder must be d r a i n e d 
through a tube, called a catheter, 
which is passed into the bladder 
(or by some other method). The 
symptoms of acute inability to uri- 
nate can be relieved in this way, 
but only temporarily. 
COMPLICATIONS SERIOUS 


The complications of an enlarge- 


ment of. the prostate gland can be 
serious. Those who have symptoms 
should not neglect them until the 
kidneys or bladder have been seri- 
ously harmed. 


Perhaps some time, a method 


will be discovered of preventing 
prostate enlargement or of treat- 
ing it with hormones or drugs. Al- 
though studies along these lines 
have been made, at present 
surgery is usually the preferred 
method of treatment. Several dif 
ferent and good methods of oper- 
ating on the prostate gland, aimed 
at removing some of the excess 
tissue and relieving the symptoms 
are available. These are done fre- 
quently and successfully and should 
not be dreaded.

That smear has begun to develop under a covering pretext which

Sumner Gerard is a brother of .the late James W. Gerard, who was 


Woodrow Wilson's ambassador to Germany until the break in 1917. 


Jimmy was one of the founders of the Non-Sectar- 
ian Anti-Nazi league but got out early in the Amer- 
ican phase of World War II, because he thought it 
had turned into a spying service, promoting boy. 
cotts against loyal American business firme as pun- 
ishment for the exercise of freedom of the press. 
At that stage, one Isidore Lipschutz, a refugee dia- 
mond merchant living in New York, was the domi- 
nating person in the league, as he still it today. 


One of the feats of which the Anti-Nazi league 


it proudest is the persecution of Dr. Edward J. 


Peeler 
Rumely, who was twice tried on criminal charges 


fomented by its agents and was vindicated both times. The first time 
a jury acquitted him. The second time the U. S. Court of Appeals 
reversed a conviction and the Supreme Court upheld the Court of Ap- 
peals in a- "landmark" decision upholding freedom of the press. 


In the first case he was charged with illegal political expenditures 


in circulating the Bill of Rights to public schools. In the second case 
he was charged with contempt of the Buchanan committee on "lobby- 
ing," whose chairman was a cheap swindler indicted three times for 
frauds in automobile trades. All indictments were "settled" by resti- 
tution of the stolen money. 


I personally called on Buchanan 


and thrust photostats of the true- 
bills at him, daring him to read 
them.

Chicago {Jets 12 
Inches of Snow 
Heaviest Fall in 15 
Years Snarls Traffic 


By The Associated Press 


A furious, Wind-driven storm struck a small section of the Midwest 


today, covering Chicago—the center of the blizzard—with 18 Inches of 
traffic-paralyzing snow.- 


Scores of smaller communities in 


the snow belt, about 150 miles wide 
and 450 miles long, received from 
4 to 8 inches of snow. 


The storm stretched from a point 


west of St. Louis to lower Michi- 
gan, in a northeasterly direction. 


It was Chicago's heaviest snow 


in 15 years. The wind ranged up to 
35 m.p.h. 


Continue Today 


The Chicago weather bureau pre- 


dicted the snow flurries would con- 
tinue today in the Great-Lakes 
area. Temperatures will drop to 
around zero in some sections, with 
5 to 10 degrees above in Chicago 
Wednesday night. 


Hundreds of cars were stalled in 


the city, and many hundreds more 
stopped in snowdrifts on important 
highways around Chicago. 


At midnight, some 19 planes hov- 


ered over Midway airport, unable 
to land for awhile because the 
snow piled up on runways faster 
than crews could remove it. 


Commuter trains to Chicago and 


local transportation were slowed 
down during the early morning 
rush perioSt but gradually returned 
to normal. Snow removal crews 
cleared main thoroughfares early 
in the day, but many side streets 
remained snowbound.

WASHINGTON (*)— It's s t i 11 a 


mystery just how many disloyal 
government workers the Eisenhow- 
er administration has found since 
taking over from the Truman ad- 
ministration in January, 1953. 


The latest information, given 


T u e s d a y by Chairman Philip 
Young of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, still didn't provide an an- 
•wer. 


He told the senate's Civil Serv- 


ice committee 2,427 "security 
risks" had been removed from the 
government payroll under the Re- 
publicans. But he said he didn't 
know whether a single one had 
been fired for disloyalty, subver- 
sion Or communism. 


383 Subversive 


He said 383 of the 2,427 were 


persons whose f i l e s contained 
something of a subversive nature. 
Then he added he didn't know 
whether this subversive informa- 
tion was sufficient reason for get- 
ting them out of their jobs. 


Sen. Monroney (D-Okla) said: 
"I guess the only way we are 


going to find out is by asking each 
of the security 
officers in the 


agencies." 


This is the background: 
In 1*947, former President Tru- 


man set up a program for getting 
Communists or people who might 
injure the country out of govern- 
ment jobs: 
* 1. Loyalty—This was to get rid 
of Communists or fellow travelers 
hi any government job or agency. 


2. Security—This was to get nd 


of certain kinds of people—like 
drunks, homosexuals who might be 
blackmailed, or blabbermouths— 
when found in agencies which had 
secrets involving national security. 


Abolished Distinction 


Last April Eisenhower abolished 


the distinction between loyalty 
cases and security problems and 
lumped both in a security pro- 
gram. 


Under this a Communist, drunk, 


homosexual, a person convicted of 
a felony or misdemeanor or a blab* 
bermouth could be fired as a se- 
curity risk any place he was found 
in the government, whether or not 
his agency dealt in secrets. 


Total figures on those released 


thus would not show how many 
were Communists and how many 
fell into other classes unless the 
administration provided a break- 
down.

The budget, pointed toward a 


"hew look" buildup of British air 
and atomic strength as a deterrent

000) 
in the fiscal year starting 


April 1. It tops the announced out- 
lay for the current year by 3,140,- 
000 pounds. 


The Laborites criticized individ- 


ual points in the Conservative gov- 
ernment's defense program, called 
for a cut in conscripts' service 
terms from two years to 18 months 
and urged a reduction in the de- 
ployment of British troops around 
the world, particularly in the Suez 
Canal zone.

forces upon the terrorist organ- 
izations . . . these operations will 
be continued and intensified." 


Last weekend, in a battle north 


of Nairobi, British forces kn.od 
•ome 200 of the terrorists. It was 
the biggest single action of the 19- 
month war. 


The government said that China 


was contacting his former asso- 
ciate* by letter and in police-es- 
corted, armored car tours of jun- 
gle areas around Mt. Kenya, the 
heart of the Mau Mau movement 
among the Kikuyu tribe. 


"The result of such contacts 


cannot be made clear for some 
time," the British said. 


The British captured 32-year-old 


China, whose real name Is Waru- 
hiu Itote, Jan. 14 after wounding 
him in a skirmish 80 miles north 
of Nairobi. A British court sen- 
tenced him to death after con-

armed persons and

Mrs. Alvin D. Rose said the 


threats were made by persona who 
mistakenly believed 
they were 


talking to the wife of Alvin E. 
Rose, Chicago's welfare commis- 
sioner. 


The welfare commissioner, who 


has an unlisted tleephone, pro- 
posed recently that indigent na- 
tives of the island be sent back 
rather than being admitted to Chi- 
cago's relief rolls. 


Fint Threat 


Mrs. Rose said the first threat 


was received four weeks ago by a 
caller who asked to speak to "the 
welfare man who has been send- 
ing my countrymen back." 


When she explained the families 


were not related, she said, the 
caller remarked, "You're lucky. 
We are going to kill him." 


She said sh» received another 


call the following day, apparently 
from the same man. He insisted 
her husband was the welfare com- 
missioner, and then said: "If your 
husband doesn't leave my country- 
men alone, we're going to get you 
— all of you." 


Mrs. Rose resides with her hus- 


band and son on Chicago's North 
Side. 


Other Calls 


- She said other calls, but no 
threats, have been received every 
other day or so by Puerto Ricans 
who are attempting to reach the 
commissioner by telephone. 


The commissioner said he was 


offered a police guard after the 
Washington shooting, but has re- 
fused it as unnecessary. 


Police have been detailed to 


guard the Puerto Rico common- 
wealth department of labor office 
in Chicago and the home of An- 
thony Vega, its director. 


Meanwhile, Guy Bannister, Chi- 


cago FBI chief, said the Gonzalo 
Lebron, 30, brother of the self- 
styled leader of the 
extremists 


seized in the Washington shoot- 
ings, is under surveillance. He is 
the brother of Lolita Lebron. 


Bannister added, however, that 


there is no evidence to connect 
any Chicago Puerto Ricans with 
the Washington shootings. 


The Chcago Sun-Times quoted 


the Chicago Lebron as saying he 
is the "leader in Chicago of the 
Nationalist party," and that he is 
fearful of "FBI arrest at any 
moment."
